Your letter of December 30th is at hand. Thank 
you very much for your sommendation of my monograph on Metapontum. 


, Concerning your question regarding The Numismatist, I beg to 
advise that this is still being published. The editor is Frank G. 
Duffield, 4215 Fernhili Avenue, Baltimore, Md..Mr. Wood, however, 
has not published anything regarding Oriental numismatics since 
1914. He telia me that he has not published anything in this field 
within this period. If you will let me know the last number of 
The Numismétist which you have, it is barely possible that I may 
be able ta send you some of the issues which have appeared since 
then. In this fashion we could perhaps repay you for easts of 
ancient coins in your cabinet which we may need from time to time. 


Mr. Newell asks me to request that you kindly send him another 
east of the Alexandrian tetradrachm numbered 110-F. The reverse 
shows a dolphin beneath the eagle and an eight-pointed star in the 
exergue. “ 


Concerning your question as to why weights, etc., are not 
eentioned in our monographs, I have looked up the matter and I do 
not find that I have received the weights of the Vetapontum pieces. 
Mr. Newell tells me that that has also been his experience, and this 
of course accounts for their non-appearance in the monographs you 
guestion. Of course we did not like to pu& you to further trouvle 
after you had been so kind as to furnish casts, and unless the weights 
are noted on the custs themselves it is very difficult to associate 
the two; furthermore, if the coins were not already weighed it would 
have been somewhat of a burden to ask that you weigh all these pieces. 
That is the reason the weights have not appeared.
